bcc,  the  British  attempted  to  enforce 
their  doctrine  of  perpetual  allegiance  in 
regard  to  certain  Irish  prisoners  found 
in  the  ranks  of  the  American  army  a^ 
Queenstown.  The  following  is  a  des- 
cription of  the  scene  : 

"Scott  being  in  the  cabin  of  the 
transport,  heard  a  bustle  upon  deck  and 
hastened  up.  There  be  found  a  party  of 
Btittsh  oflbart  U  tha  act  of  ans teriBg 


interviews,  pressed  the  subject  upon  the 
attention  of  members.  An  act  was 
accordingly  passed  on  the  drd  of  March, 
1813,  vesting  the  Piesident  with  the 
power  of  retaliation.  In  an  engage- 
ment soon  after,  Scott  captured  a  num- 
ber of  prisoners.  True  to  his  pledge 
given  at  Quebec,  he  immediately  se- 
lected twenlj -three  of  the  number  to 
be  confined  in  the  interior  of  the  cotin- 
try,  there  to  abide  the  fate  of  the  twen- 
t) -three  Irishmen  taken  at  Queenstown 
and  sent  to  England  for  trial. 

The  result  of  thia  firm  resolution  on 
the  part  of  Scott,  and  of  the  legislation 
consequent  upon  his  efforts,  was,  r.ot 
only  to  save  the  lives  of  the  twenty- 
three   Irish    prisoners,   but   to  compel 
Eiigian  l  t li rouglioti t  the  rem.iiii'le 
the  war,  to  resjK'ct   the    riglits  of 
naturalized  citizens,  by  virtually  aban- 
doning her  claim  to  perpetnal  allegi-' 
ance. 

Just  after  the  close  of  the  war,  as 
Gen.  Scott  was  walking  along  one  of 
the  wharves  of  New  York,  he  was  hail- 
ed by  bis  old  Irish  friends  for  whom  he 
had  interfered  at  Quebec.  They  had 
just  been  released  from  the  English 
prisons,  and  now  rushed  to  embrace 
him  as  the i r  del iverer. 

At  the  capture  of  Fort  George,  on 
the  -iTih  of  .M  iy,  1&13,  Scott  led  the 
advanced  guard.  lie  landed  on  the 
Canada  shore  at  Lake  Ontario,  forme<l 
his  command  on  the  beach,  and  scaled 
the  banks  behind  which  the  British 
forces  were  drawn  up,  fifteen  hundred 
strong.  The  action  was  short  and  des- 
perate, but  ended  in  tha  total  route  of 
the  enemy.  Scott  was  the  first  man  to 
enter  tlie  fort,  and  hauled  down  the 
British  llag  with  hi.s  own  hands. 

On  the  9th  of  March,  1814,  when 
only  twenty-aeven  years  of  age,  Scott 
was  promoted  to  ths  rank  of  Brigadier 

General. 

A  few  days  after  this  promotion. 
Gen.  Brown,  then  chief  in  command  on 
the  Niagara  frontier,  left  Scott  at  Buffa- 
lo, to  instruct  and  drill  the  army,  which 

was  then  concentrated  at  that  point. 
Scott  had  entire  charge  ol  this  camp  of 

instruction  for  about  three  months. 
The  result  of  the  discipline  and  .opirii 
which  his  leachinijs  here  infused  in'o 
the  Northern  army,  were  soon  to  be 
developed  on  the  fields  of  Chippewa 
and  Luudy's  Lane. 

The  battle  of  Chippewa  was  fought 
on  the  5th  of  July.  1313.  Scott,  wiili 
1960  Americans  met  on  an  open  plain 
and  routed  with  the  biynnet  "2100  ol 
the  veteran  troops  of  EiiL^lan  1  —  the 
very  flower  of  Iter  army.  As  the  two 
armies  approached  to  close  qunriers, 
Scott  called  aloud  lo  McNeil's  baltil- 
lion — "the  enemy  say  we  are  good  at 
long  shot,  but  cannot  stand  the  cold 
iron  !  I  call  upon  the  eleventh  instant- 
ly to  give  the  lie  to  that  slander!  — 
Charge!  They  did  charge."  Before 
Oen.  Brown  could  come  ap  with  the 
rear  division  of  the  American  army, 
Scott  had  already  won  the  day,  and 
was  in  hot  pursuit  of  the  flying  enemy. 
The  British  had  been  beaten  with  their 
own  boasted  weapon — the  bayonet. — 
The  vdlor  ami  skill  of  the  Buij  General 
of  twento-cight  hail  vanquished  all  the 
boasted  prowess  of  the  world-renown- 
ed veterans. 

Gen.  Brown  in  his  official  report  of 

this  battle,  says  :    "Brigadier  Gen«>ral 

Scott  is  entitled  to  the  highest  praise 
our  country  can  bestow.  His  brigade 
covered  itself  with  glory. 

The  battle  of  Lundy's  Lane  (or  Ni* 


agara  as  It  ia  frequently  called.)  was 
fought  OB  tha  26th  of  Jaly,  1814,)  jast 
three  weeka  after  that  of  Chippewa. — 
The  battle  commeaced  aboat  forty 
minutes  before  sunset  and  continued 
until  night.  Here  again  Scott  was  the 
master  spirit  of  the  fight.  American 
valor  again  triumphed  over  the  vete- 
ran regiments  of  Britain.  Scott  had 
two  horses  killed  under  him,  was  woun- 
ded in  the  stcie,  but  still  fought  on  un- 
til the  close  of  the  battle,  when  he 
was  prostrated  by  a  wound  in  the  shoul- 
der. This  was  the  hardest  fought  battle 
of  the  war.  Our  limited  space  will 
not  allow  a  more  extended  notice  of 
its  details,  and,  indeed,  it  would  be  su- 
perfluous to  recapitulate  the  events 
of  that  glorious  day,  (amiliar  as  thty  are 
to  every  American  school  bof.  Where 
so  many  had  gathered  impatialiahla  lau- 
rels, it  was  truly  a  proud  hoBOr  to  the 
youthful  Scott  to  be  hailed  by  univer- 
sal consent,  *' the  hero  of  Lundy's 
Lane.  '* 

For  his  gallantry  in  these  actions, 
Scott  was  soon  after  promoted  to  t.'ie 
rank  of  Mjjor  General.  On  November 
3d,  Isl  I,  Congress  passed  a  resolution 
awarding  a  gold  medal  to  Major  Gener- 
al Scott  "in  testimony  of  the  high  sense 
entertained  by  Congress  of  his  distin- 
guished ser  vices  in  the  successive  con- 
flicts of  Chippewa  and  2iiagara,  and  of 
his  uniform  gallantry  and  good  con- 
duct in  sustaining  the  high  reputation 
of  the  arms  of  the  United  Stales.  ** 

Soon  after  the  treaty  of  peace  Presi- 
dent Madison  tendered  to  Gen:  Scott, 
a  place  in  his  Cabinet, — that  of  the 
Secretary  of  War.  This  complimen 
tary  oflVr  was  declined  from  motives 
highly  ere d liable  to  Gen.  Scott. 

Being  still  feL-ble  from  iiis  wounds  he 
soon  alter  went  to  Europe  for  the  res- 
toration of  bis  health  and  for  profes 
sional  improvement.  He  was  also  en- 
trusted by  the  Government  with  im- 
portant (diplomatic functions.  Ue  exe- 
cuted his  instrnctioDs  in  so  satisfactory 
a  manner  that  President  Madison  caus- 
ed to  be  written  to  him  by  the  Secre- 
tary of  State,  a  special  letter  of  thanks. 

In  lS3i,  Scott  was  ordered  to  take 
command  iu  t!ie  Black  Hawk  war.  He 
sailed  from  Buffalo    for  Ciiicago  with 

nearly  one  thuBsand  troops  ia  four 

steamboats. 

On  the  8lh  of  July,  while  on  the 
voyage,  the  cholera  broke  out  amonj{ 
the  troops  with  fearful  violenr.e.  On 
the  boat  in  which  the  General  .sailed 
with  two  hundred  and  twenty  troops, 
theie  occurred  in  six  days  one  hun- 
red  and  thiry  cases  of  cholera  and  fifty 
one  deaths.  After  General  Scott  had 
proceeded  from  Chicago  to  the  Mississ- 
ippi River,  the  pestilence  aj^ain  broke 
out  among  his  troops.  During  the 
prevalence  of  th'.s  scourge,  his  devoted 
attention  to  his  suffering  soldiers 
excited  the  admiration  of  all  wlio  were 
of!  present.  In  the  l<ingua<^e  of  a  letter 
our  I  written  at  the  time  l)y  an  ollicer  of  the 
army:  ''The  General's  course  of  con- 
duct on  that  occasion  should  establish 
for  him  a  reputation  not  inferior  to 
that  which  he  has  earned  on  the  battle 
field  ;  and  should  exhibit  him  not  only 
as  a  warrior,  bjt  as  a  man — not  only 
as  the  hero  of  battles,  but  aa  the  hero 
of  humanity. " 

After  the  termiattioa  of  tha  Black 
Hawk  war.  Gen.  Scott  and  Gov.  Rey- 
nolds were  appointed  by  the  IT.  S 
Government,  commi.«sioners  to  treat 
with  the  Noith-western  Indian  j  in  ref- 
j  ercnce  to  all  pending  di  Ificulties.  In 
I  the  various  conlereuces  held  with  tli  - 
deputations  from  the  various  tribes,  it 
I  became  the  duty  of  Gen.  Scott  to  con- 
duct the  discussion?.  This  bedi  l  with 
great  ability  and  ingenuity,  and  the 
result  of  the  commission  was  to  pro- 
cure a  treaty,  just  to  the  Indians  an  I 
highly  advantageous  to  the  United 
States — the  Indians  ceding  the  title  to 
more  than  tea  millioas  of  acres,  being 
a  grea  t  portion  of  tha  land  of  Iowa  and 
Wisconsin. 

After  the  ternnination  of  the  Black 
Hawk  war.  and  of  the  treaty  with  the 
Indi.ins,  Gen.  Ciss,  then  Secretary  of 
war,  wrote  in  reply  to  Gen.  Scott's 
oHicial  report  as  follot\s: 

"  Allow  me  to  v^ongraliil  ite  you  up- 
on this  fortunate  con-iummation  ol 
your  aiduous  duties,  and  to  e.\i>re5S  my 
entire  approbation  of  the,  whole  course 
of  your  proceedings,  during  a  series  of 
difftculties  requiring  higher  moial  cour- 
age than  the  operations  of  an  active 
campaign  under  ordinary  circumstaa- 
ces.  ** 

Directly  aft^r  his  return  from  the 
Black  Hawk  war.  Gen.  Scott  was  sent 

by  President  Jackson  oa  a  confidential 
mission  of  great  responsibilitr.  South 
Carolina  nulliflcation  then  threateuj  I 
to  embroil  the  nation  in  civil  war. — 
There  was  immiu-'nt  dinger  that  tlie 
s'rii'e  would  at  once  begin  between 
the  citi/.'iis  of  Charleston  and  the 
Uitited  States  troops  stationed  there. 
The  object  of  the  President  in  send- 
ing Scott  to  South  Carolina  at  this 
time,  wai  to  prevent,  if  possible,  any 
direct  act  of  collision,  and  at  the  same 
time  enforce  the  laws  of  the  Federal 
OoTernment.  Scott's  moderation  and 
discretion  while  at  Charlestoo,  saved 
Ihe  country  from  the  horrors  of  civil 
war.  The  full  history  of  his  valaable 
services  on  that  occasion,  cannot  now 
lie  written,  aa  much  of  it  still  remains 
under  the  seal  of  secrecy. 

On  the  20ili  of  January,  1936,  Gen. 
Scott  was  ordered  to  lalie  command  in 
the  Florida  war.  There  he  did  all  the 
greatest  military  talent  could  accom- 
plish. But  the  malice  or  envy  ol  a 
brother  officer,  by  misrepres  ii 'ati 
made  to  the  President,  procured  liis  re- 
call, for  the  purpose  of  having  his  of- 
ficial coBdact  subjected  to  the  opia-

A  delegate  from  Louisiana  pledged 
the  Whig  party  of  that  State  to  a  cor- 
iial  snpportof  the  nominee.  The  con- 
vention had  adopted  s  platform  sati.« 
factory  to  Louisiana, and  sstisfactory 
to  the  Whigs  of  all  the  Union,  and 
they  would  unite  in  supporting  the  he- 
ro, thj  conqueror  of  Mexico.

guns  for  Scott.  This  was  received 
trith  loud  shouts  and  huzzas. 

Mr.  Thomas  announced  that  if  the 
business  of  the  Convention  be  conclu- 
ded, this  afternoon,  the  ratification 
meeting  would  lake  place  this  evening 
at  8  o'clock. 

Another  dispatch  waa  read  from 
Cumberland,  Md.  as  follows. — AUegha- 
nj-  will  glorioosly  rsspond  to  ths  nom- 
ination of  Scott,  We  sre  now  firing  a 
hundred  guns  in  honor  of  tbs  results. 
[Cheers.] 

The  President  said  Maryland  is  going 
to  jstand  faat,  and  is  going  to  stand  by 
GUI  friends  now  and  forever.  [Ap- 
plause] 

The  resolution  pending  from  this 
morning,  declaring  Uie  nomination  of 
Winfield  Scott  unanimons,  was  taken 
up.  When  the  athrmative  side  of  the 
question  was  taken,  the  response  was 
deafening,  and  the  Presidect  declared 
the  rote  unanimons*  This  was  fol- 
lowed by  w  ild  huzzas,  waving  of  hats, 
clapping  of  hands,  and  throwing of  bo- 
quetsfrom  the  galleries. 

Mr.  Ely,  of  Ohio,  oflhrsd  ths  follow- 
ing  resolation: 

Resolved,— That  Millard  Fillmore, 
President  of  the  United  States,  de- 
serves our  hearty  and  enthusiastic  grat- 
itude for  the  true  constitutional  and 
patriotic  principles  on  which  he  has  a 
ministered  the  government-and  that  the 
Whigs  of  the  United  States  would  evei 
look  on  his  administration  as  one  of 
the  most  successful  and  patriotic  in 
our  history. 

The  resolution  was  received  with  en- 
thusiastic applause,  with  the  acompa- 
uiinentof  waving  of  hats  and  throwing 
of  boquets. 

The  President  remarked  that  the  res- 
olution came  from  one  of  the  friends  of 
Gen.  Scott,  and  shows  how  the  Whigs 
stand  together.  lApplause]. 

Gen.  Starke,  of  Mississippi,  obtain- 
ed the  consent  of  the  Convention  to 
submit  a  few  remarks,  when  he  highly 
lauded  Daniel  Webster  for  the  part  ta- 
ken by  hitn  with  reference  to  the  tran- 
quilizalion  of  the  country  during  the 
late  excessive  slavery  excitement.
